The la­ 
borers who fabricate th** raw m ater­ 
ials must receive a living wage mid 
the amount of this wag? depends 
very largely upon the cost of food. 
Also, the tact must not be lost sight 
of that in the fat m-machinery iud u s -1 
i ry the labor cost of manufacturing 
greatly exceeds the cost of the raw 
materials. 
Eor example, a reduction 
of ev* ii twenty dollars a ton in the 
price of steel for a three-ton tractor 
would make very little difference in 
the cost of the finished machine. It 
would not be comparable to a reduc­ 
tion of ton cents a day per man in 
the cost of labor in the shops and 
foundries. 
The cost of labor Is the big charge 
in many industries. This is clearly 
evident in the case of the railroads. 
MI employees were granted increases 
in pay shortly after the managem* rn 
of the railroads was taken over by 
the government. 
To meet ibis ad­ 
ditional charge it was found neces­ 
sary to increase freight rates twen­ 
ty-five per cent and passenger rates 
mo re than fifty per cent. But even 
these increase* failed to produce suf­ 
ficient revenue to take care of the 
additional expense. 
When the announcement was mm to 
a few months ago that the price of 
steel had been reduced J o u r dollars 
a ton, many farmers expected an im­ 


mediate reduction lit the price of 
farm m adunery. 
As a matter of 
la d tho farm -machinery trade was 
not affected by this reduction. Dur­ 
ing the last >ear ot the war tarm- 
machinery m anufacturers had a pref­ 
erential rate of five dollars a ton be­ 
low the market. All their supplies 
tor a vent 
ahead 
were 
purchased 
on that baals. With a drop of four 
dollars the market was still one dol­ 
lar above what the farm -machinery 
m anufacturers had to pay. Manifest­ 
ly the reduction affected them not at 


Furtherm ore .all materials from 
which th** prosent year’s supply ot 
machinery were made were bought at 
war prices and will have to be sold 
at war prices. Neither the manufac­ 
turers not the dealers can sell at a 
loss and continue in business. There 
I may be a slight drop in material 
prices next year .but unless the cost 
of labor is reduced we cannot ex­ 
pect much recession in prices of fin­ 
ished goods. 
In fact, our whole economic fabric 
is woven and interwoven in such a 
wa' that the cost of every part must 
come down gradually and together 
if we would avoid 
disaster. 
With 
food prices at a high level everything 
else will be high priced. The farm er 
should bear this fact in mind. 
He 
may not like to pay twice as much 
for a certain machine as he paid be­ 
fore the war, hut if he could buy at 
the same old price he can rest as­ 
sured that he would receive the old 
price or less for his wheat, corn and 
hog*. Brices of the various commod­ 
ities will pot always remain at the 
same high level, neither is it at all 
like!' that they "ill ever roach the 
pre war lex el. They will come down 
gradually .and the more gradual the 
decline the better for all of us.
